No. 1822, dated 17th May, 1968.— An examination for admis- 
sion to the Indian Navy as Special Entry Cadets shall be 
held by the Union Public Seivkc Commission at such places 
and on such dates as may be specihed in the Notice issued 
by the Commission in this bchalt. The approximate number 
ot vacancies to be ollcrcd lor cnLry to the Indian Navy oil 
the results of the examination will be specified In the Notice 
issued by the Commission. 

2. Admission to the Indian Navy will be made on the results 
of a written examination to be conducted by the Union 
Public Scivtce Commission, and an interview by a Services 
Selection Board. 

3. Candidates who have applied lor die grant oi Emergency 
Commission in the Army or tor Commission in the Technical 
Branches under the Graduate Entry Scheme or for Direct 
Entry Commission in the Air Force must exercise their hnai 
option before admission to the Indian Navy course. After 
admission, they will not be considered for any other said 
Commissions. 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and mult 
either be 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

fb) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a person of Indian oiigm who has migrated from 
Pakistan With the intention ot permanently settling 
in India. 

.Note I.— A widower or a peison who has divorced his Wife 
taiinot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of 
the above Rule. 

Note II.— The selection ol candidates In categories (c) 
and (d) above will be subject to die issue of certificates ot 
eligibility in their tavour by the Government of India. The 
certiheate of eligibility in respect of candidates belonging to 
category (d) will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the date of his selection beyond which he would be retained 
only ll he has become a citizen of India. Certificates of 
eligibility will not, however, be necessary In the case of candi- 
dates belonging to one of the following categories:— 

(I) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
19th July, 1948. and have ordinarily been residing In 
India since then. 

(II) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after 
18th July, 1948, and have got themselves registered 
as citizens under article 6 of the Constitution. 

(iii) Govkha subjects of Nepal. 

5. CANDIDATES SHOULD RE MEDICALLY FIT IN ALL 
RESPECTS FOR SERVICE IN ANY PART OF THE WORLD 
THE STANDARDS OF MEDICAL FITNESS ARE SHOWN 
IN APPENDIX I. 

A NUMBER OF QUALIFIED CANDIDATES ARE REJECT- 
ED SUBSEQUEN TLY ON MEDICAL GROUNDS. CANDI- 
DATES ARE, THEREFORE, ADVISED IN THEIR OWN 
INTEREST TO GET THEMSELVES MEDICALLY 
EXAMINED BEFORE SUBMITTING THEIR APPLI- 
CATIONS TO AVOID DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE FINAL 
STAGE. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates retonmiendcd by 
the Services Selection Board will be medically examined by a 
Board ot Service Doctors. A' candidate who is not declared 


fit by tht Medical Board will not be admitted to the Indiatl 
Navy. Flic veiy lact that the medicai examination lias been 
carried out by a Board of Service Doctors will not mean or 
imply that the Candidate has been filially selected. The 
proceedings of the Medical Board are confidential and cannot 
be divulged to anyone. The results of candidates declared 
temporarily unlit are intimated to them along with the pro- 
cedure for submission of fitness certificate and appeal. No 
requests for the results of Medical Board will be entertained 
by the President of the Medical Board. 

6. Candidates must undertake not to marry until they com-* 
plete their full training. A candidate who marries subsequent 
to the date of his application, though successful at this or any 
subsequent examination, wifi not be selected for training. A 
candidate who marries during training shall be discharged 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred on him 
by the Government. 

7. A candidate for admission to the examination must have 
attained the age of 17J years and must not have attained the 
age of 19J years on the first day of the month in which the 
Course for the Indian Navy is due to commence. 

The prescribed age limits can In no case be relaxed. 

8. A candidate must have passed One of the following 
examinations or must possess one Of the following 
certificates 

(a) the Intermediate or an equivalent Examination of st 
University or Board approved by the Government of 
India; of 

(b) Lhe first year Examination nndef the thtee-yeaf 
Degree course of a University approved by the Gov- 
ernment of India; or 

(c) the pre-Engincering Examination of the Delhi Poly- 
technic, Delhi, or of a University approved by the 
Government or India; or 

(d) the pre-professional / p re- technological Examination of 
an Indian University or a recognised Board conducted 
one year after the Higher Stcoridary or the pre- 
university stage; or 

(c) the first year Examination under the five-year Engineer 
ing Degree course of a University; or ” 

(f) the Jaraia Senior Examination of the Jamia Millia 
islainia, Delhi; or 

(g) the Cambridge Higher School Certificate examinatioii; 
or 

(h) a diploma examination in engineering provided that 
the examination is taken after a course fasting not 
less than 2 years subsequent to Matriculation and 
provided also that the examination is recognised by a 
State Government for employment under it; or 

(i) any other examination which may be recognised by 

the Union Public Service Commission, as equivalent 
to the above. 1 

Note.— A candidate who has appeared or Intends to appear 
at any of the above examinations, may also apply for admis- 
sion to this examination. Such candidates wifi be admitted 
to the examination, if otherwise eligible, but the admission 
would be deemed to be provisional and subject to cancella- 
tion if the candidates do not produce proof of having passed 
the examination, as soon as possible and in any case not later 
than a date which may be hxed by the Union Public Service 
Commission in this regard. 
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y. Candidates who woe admitted to an earlier course for 
ti Jilting as Naval CADE l b or tor training at the National 
Defence Academy, Indian Military Academy or Air force flying 
College but were lemoved therefrom on disciplinary grounds 
will noL be eligible for admission Lo this examination. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn on medical 
giourids iium any of these institutions or who left the institu- 
tions voluntarily are, however, eligible for admission to this 
examination. 

Candidates who were previously selected as Special Entry 
Naval Cadcis but were withdiawn from the National Detente 
Academy 01 from Naval Training Establishments tor lack, of 
otfiter-likc qualities will not also be eligible lor admission to 
this examination. 

Candidates who were withdrawn from the other Institutions 
for tack of oilicer-hke qualities will, however, be eligible for 
admission to this examination. 

It). The decision of the Union Public Service Commission 
as to the eligibility or otherwise- of a candidate shall be final. 

11. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents or documents which have been 
tampered with, or of making statements which are incorrect 
or false or suppressing maieual information, or of using or 
attempting to use untair means in (he examination halt or 
otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
lor obtaining admission to die examination may in addition 
to rendering himself liable to a criminal piosetuuon, be 
debarred either permanently or tor a specified period:— 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any examination 
or appcaraiiLe at any interview held by the Commis- 
sion lor selection of candidates; and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment under 
the Government. 

J 2. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Union Public 
Service Commission. 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
tor admission. 

14. The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix ll to the Notification. 

15. Candidates must pay the lees prescribed in Appendix 
III. No claim for a refund of the tees will he entertained 
except to the extent mated in that Appendix, nor can Cue fees 
be held in reserve for any other examinadon or selection, 

16. The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare a 
list of candidates in order of merit as disclosed by the aggre- 
gate marks awarded to each candidate at tile written examina- 
tion. The candidates who obtain the minimum qualifying 
marks in the written examination, as fixed by the Commission 
In their discretion, shall be interviewed by a Services Selection 
Board. The maximum marks obtainable at Services Selection 
Board Interview will be 1,500. 

To be acceptable, candidates should secure the minimum 
qualifying marks separately in (i) written examination and 
(il) Services Selection Board 'lest, as fixed by the Commission 
in their discrcuon. Subject to this condition, they will then 
be placed in die order of merit on the basis of the total 
marks secured in the written examinadon and the interview. 
The fanal selection lor admission to the Indian Navy will be 
made in order of merit subject to medical fitness and suit- 
ability in all other respects and number ol vacancies available. 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Board 
anil undergo the test thereat at their own risk and will not 
be entitled to claim any compensation or other relief from 
Government in respect of any injury which they may sustain 
in the course of or as a result of any of the tests given lo 
them at the Services Selection Boaid, whether due to the 
negligence of any person or otherwise. Candidates will be 
required to sign a ccrdhcate to this cilcct on the form append- 
ed to the application. In the case of candidates who ate 
minors, the required ceUificale must be signed by their 
parents or guardians in the form prescribed. Candidates 
when called tor interview by a Services Selection Board or 
for subsequent training will be eligible for travelling allowance 
in accordance with the rules then in force. Candidates who 
have previously been beiore a Services Selection Board for 
the same Lype of Commission arc not entitled to travelling 
allowance on subsequent occasions. 

Success at the examination confers no right to admission to 
the Indian Navy. 

A candidate must satisfy the appointing authority that he 
is suitable in all respects lor admission lo the Indian Navy. 

Note,— T he form and manner of communication of the 
icsult of the examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion, 


17. Candidates finally selected for training at the Academy 
wilt be requited to deposit the iollowing amount with the 
CommandanL, National Defence Academy, on arrival there:— 

(a) Candidates not applying for Government financial aid;— 


(i) Pocket allowance tor live mouths 

(a; Rs, 40 per month. Rs. 200 

(ii) For items of clothing and equip- 
ment. Rs. 500 

Total Rs. 700 

(b) Candidates applying for Government financial aid:— 

(i) Pocket allowance for two months 

(w Rs. 40 per month. Rs. 80 

(ii) For items of clothing and equipment Rs. 125 

Total Rs. 205 


18. Selected candidates will be appointed as cadets and will 
undergo one year's training at the National Defence Academy, 
On completion of this training, they will be required lo 
undergo further training in Ships /Establishments of the 
Indian Navy. 

The dura lion of the entire period of training (including 1 
year at the Academy) wilt be Jf to fif years depending upon 
tire Branch of the Service to wltich a cadet is allocated. 

19. During the period of their training Cadets of all the 
Brandies are promoted to ifie rank of Midshipman and Acting 
Sub-Lieutenant and in [fie case ol Engineenng and .Electrical 
Brandies Lfiey are also promoted to tne rank ot Sub-Lieute- 
nam (and possibly to tne rank ot Lieutenant). 

20. While at the National Defence Academy, cadets will 
be subject to the discipline of die Academy. During tiaiumg 
111 Ships and Establishments of the Indian Navy Lliey will fie 
subject to the Indian Navy (Discijillne) Act, 1934, During all 
stages ot initial training. Cadets, etc., will fie liable to oe 
witndrawn from training and discharged it Iheir progress is 
tound to be unsatisfactory or they are otherwise considered 
unsuitable. 

21. While at the Academy, the cost of Cadets training in- 
cluding books, uniform, accommodation, boarding and mcui- 
cai treatment will be borne by the Government but the 
Cadets wilt be expected to meet their pocket expenses. The 
pocket expenses ot Cadets are likely to oe Rs. ±0 per month. 
vVhere Cadets' parents or guardians are unable to meet wholly 
or partly even tins expenditure, financial assistance uplo Rs. 4U 
p.m. may be granted by the Government piovidcd 110 Cadet 
whose parent or guardian has an income 01 Rs. Still or above 
per month would be eligible loi the grant ot financial 
assistance. 

A candidate desiring financial assistance should immediately 
alter being finally selected tor training at the Academy, sub- 
mit an application through the DistncL Magistrate ot his 
district who will with ins recommendations, forwaid the ajipii- 
cauon to the Director of Milnaiy Training, Army Headquar- 
ters, New Delhi. 

22. The following scholarships are tenable at the National 
IJetcncc Academy:— 

I. PARSHURAM BHAU PATWARDHAN SCHOLAR- 
SHIP.— This scholarship is awarded to cadets from 
Maharashtra and Karnatak. The value of one 
scholarship is upto a maximum ot Rs. 1,000 per 
annum tor the uuration ot a cadcL's sLay at me 
National Defence Academy, subject to the cadet mak- 
ing satisfactory progress. The scholai ship will also 
Lie available at the Atmy, Naval or Air force tialning 
establishments where a cadet may be sent for luither 
training alter he has completed Iris training at the 
National Defence Academy. The cadets who are 
granted this scholarship will not be entitled to any 
other hnancial assistance Horn the Government, 

-i. MA1LYRAJA JAGADDIPENDKA NARAYAN SCHO- 
LARSHIP —This scholarship ol the value of Rs. 360 
per annum is granted Lo a needy cadet who fails to 
secure any hnancial assistance from the Government 
and is paid on completion of a term at the National 
Defence Academy. The scholarship is sanctioned by 
the Government on a mcans-cum-merit basis. 

3. COLONEL KENDAL FRANK’S MEMORIAL SCHO- 
LARSHIP,— This scholarship is of the value of Rs. 360 
per annum and is granted to a MaraLha cadet who 
should be the son of an ex-serviceman. The scholar- 
ship is in addition to any hnancial assistance from 
the Government, 

23. Subsequent training in ships and establishments of the 
Indian Navy is also at the expense of the Government. Dur- 
ing the first six months of their training after leaving the 
National Defence Academy, financial concessions similar lo 
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those admissible at the Academy vide paragraph 21 will be 
extended to them. Alter six months of training in ships and 
establishments ol the Indian Navy when Cadets are piomoted 
to the rank of Midshipman they begin to receive pay and 
parents are not expected to pay for any of their expenses, 

24. Pay and allowances, pension, leave and other conditions 
of service after the grant of commissions, will be Identical 
with those applicable from time to time to regular officers 
of the Indian Navy. 

25. No candidate will normally be permitted to rcslga 
voluntarily, whilst under training. 

26. Before a candidate Is selected as a cadet in the Indian 
Navy, his parent or guardian will be required to sign— 

(a) A certifirate to the effect that he fully understands 
tnat he or his son/ward shall not he entitled to 
claim any compensation or other relief from the 
Government in respect of any injury which his son J 
ward may sustain in the course of or as a result 
of the training whether due to negligence of any 
person or otherwise. 

(b) A bond to the effect that if for any reasons consi- 
dered within the control of the candidate, he wishes 
to withdraw from training, or fails to accept a com- 
mission, if offered, he wall he liable to refund the 
whole or such portion of the cost of tuition, food, 
clothing and pay and allowances received, as may 
be decided upon by Government.

APPENDIX I 

Physical Standards for Admission as Special Entry Cadets in 
tiie Indian Navy 

To be passed fit for admission to the Indian Navy, a candi- 
date must he in good mental and bodily health and fiee 
from any defect likely to interfere with the efficient perfor- 
mance of duty. 

2. The following points are to be particularly observed:— 

(a) that there is no evidence of weak constitution, im- 
perfect development, serious malformation or obesity; 

(b) that there is no disease or impairment of function 
of die bones and joints; 

(c) that there is no malformation of the head, deformity 
from fracture or depression of the bones of the skull; 

(d) that there is no impediment of speech; 

(e) that there is no impaired hearing, discharge from or 
disease of either car, unhealed perforation of the 
tympanic mem bran ces or signs of acute or chronic 
suppurative otitis media or evidence of radical or 
modified radical mastoid operation; 

(1) that there is no disease of the bones or cartilages of 
the nose, nasal polypus or disease of the nasopharynx 
and accessory sinuses; 

(g) that there are no enlarged glands, tubercular or due 
to other diseases, in the neck and other parts of the 
body and that the thyroid gland Is normal. 

Note.— S cars of operations for the removal of tuberculous 
glands arc not a cause for rejection provided i h;l 
there has been no active disease within the preceding 
5 years and the chest is clinically and radlologically 
clear; 

(h) that there is no disease of the throat, plate, tonsils 
or gums or any disease or injury affecting the normal 
function of either Mandibular joint. 

Note.— S imple hypertrophy of the tonsils, there is no 
history of attacks of tonsilitis, Is not a cause for re- 
jection. 

(i) that there Is no sign of functional or organic disease 
of the heart and blood vessels; 

(j) that there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis 
or previous history of this disease or any other 
chronic disease of the lungs; 

(k) that there Is no evidence of any disease of the diges- 
tive system. The liver and spleen should not be 
enlarged and there is no abdominal tenderness on 
palpitation; 

(l) that there is no hernia or tendency thereto: 

(m) that there is no hydrocele, varicocele or any other 
disease or defect of the genital organs; 

(n) that there is no disease of the kidneys. Gases show- 
ing albuminuria or glycosuria will not be accepted; 

(o) that there is no fistula and /or fissure of the anus or 
evidence of haemorrhoids; 


(p) that there is no skin disease unless temporary or 
trivial. Scars which by their extent or position cause 
or are likely to cause disability or. marked dlshgure- 
inent are a cause for rejection; 

(q) that there is no congenital, active or latent venereal 
disease; 

(r) that there is no history or evidence of mental disease. 
Candidates with history of fits, inrontinuance of urfnc 
or ENURESIS will not be accepted; 

(s) that there is no squint or any morbid condition of 
eye or of the lids that is liable to a risk of aggrava- 
tion or recurrence; 

(t) that there is no active Trachoma or its complication* 
and sequalac. 

Note.— Remedial operations are to be performed prior to 
entry. No guarantee is given of ultimate acceptance 
and it should be clearly understood by the candidate 
that the decision whether an operation is desirable 
or necessary is one to he made by his private medical 
adviser. The Government will accept no liability 
regarding the result of operation or any expense 
inc utred. 

3. Height, weight atid chest— 

(a) Height — The minimum height for a candidate of 18 
years of age is 62" except where otherwise stated. 
In case of Gurkha*, Nepalese, Assamese and Garhwal 
candidates, Lite minimum height may be reduced by 
2 ". 

(b) Weight— A tabic showing correlation between height 
and weight is given below for guidance of the exa- 
mining Medical Officer/Mcdical Board:

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(b) The following teeth on each side of the jaw in good 
functional apposition must be present ;— 

(j) Central incisor, lateral incisor, canine— At least two 
must be present. 

(il) 1st Premolar, 2nd Premolar— At least one must be 
present. 

(iil) 1st Molar, 2nd Molar, 3ml Molar— At least two must 
be present. 

(c) A candidate must have a minimum of 14 dental points 
to he acceptable. 

(d) Candidates suffering from severe pyorrhoea will he 
rejected. Where the crate of pyorrhoea is such that in the 
opinion of the Dental Officer, it can be cured without 
extraction of teeth fne candidate may be accepted. 

5, An X-Ray examination of chest will be carried out. Any 
defects or disability discovered during this examination will 
disqualify a candidate from entry into the Service.

SCHEDULE 

Standard and Syllabus of the Examination 

(1) ENGLISH ,— The questions will be designed to test the 
candidate's understanding and command of the 
language. Amongst other tests a passage will be set 
for the precis. 

(2) GENERAL KNOWLEDGE .— There will he two papers. 
Paper I— dealing mainly with Current Affairs and 
History. 

Paper II— dealing with Science and Geography. 

The following syllabus is designed to indicate the scope oi 
each subject included in these papers. The topics mentioned 
are not to he regarded as exhaustive and questions on topics 
of similar nature not mentioned in the syllabus may also be 
asked, Candidate's answeis are expected to show their intel- 
ligent understanding of the questions and not knowledge of 
any text book. 

PAPER I 

Current. Affairs— Knowledge of important events that have 
happened in India during the past two years, India’s system 
of Government, Important measures of legislation whether 
undertaken by trie Parliament or State Legislatures. Broad 
questions of India’s policy relating to foreign affairs. Ques- 
tions set will test tbe factual knowledge of candidates,
